money at the,present. This request he 
now withdrew and informed the com- 
mittee thutr lie was-perfectly willing 
that everything discovered by. the ex.- 
perts should bo made piiblic with one 
exception. • The exception was the cor- 
respondence which had passed-between 
Auditor Guttural McCumant and him- 
self, which lie stated, ho did not desire, 
for obvious reasons, to become public

After the district attorney's commu- 


nication • had been read, Mr. Ettlng 
arose ancldoniad having made., any such 
statement as had' been Attributed to 
him, and the coi.ninittee.thon proceeded 
with'thi!-examination ot Expert Law- 
rence E. Brown. He testified that the 
entire deficiency of liardsley to the city 
and state, lifter crediting him with 
t>ti;;i>,<)()l) the amount of the duebuls in 
tlie Keystone' bank, was Sij53,8"S5.39. 
He waa requested to give an account of 
all of Uart-lsley's- loans and payments 
of public money to individuals, whether 
the money liud been paid back or not. 
Kxpert ilrown testified that .all the 
checks for tliuse loans had been drawn 
on Hardsloy's personal account, which 
hud mainly bi'in made np of deposits 
of public money. 


There was considerable discussion 


among1 tlio niuinljers of the committee 
us to the justice of admitting this evi- 
[lence, some stating that .they feared 
injustice might bo done to. innocent, 
parties. Mr. Etting, hpwovorj said he 
wanted top know just what and .to 
whom certain citizens of Philadelphia 
had borrowed money from J, Barclsley 
after he became city treasurer, adding 
that he knew that the list Of those who 
did so before his election to that office 
was Very small. 


It waa finally decided to allow Ex- 


pert .Brown to give a report of all the 
transactions in which Bardsley had 
paid money over to others and he be- 
gan by reudtag the accounts ot those 
which the experts thought properly 
came nnder the hood of loans. There 
are hundreds of these transactions 
ranging in amount from$35, nptoSSS,- 
000, the latter amount being the largest 
mentioned 
yesterday. The greater 


part of tjjeso loans wore'advances on 
salaries of clerks and officials of the 
city, and nearly all were repaid. 


The largest loan waSj one of. 925,000 


made to Win. M. gingerly,.on August 
IS, 18110, on his note, which was paid 
December at, 1890. As collateral for 
this loan 500 shares of the Kecord Pub- 
lishing Co.-wore put np »s security ac- 
cowlinj,' to Barilsley's memoranda book. 


The other large transactions were to 


W. Liuijfhlin & 'McManus, the bankers 
and brokers, and were loans advanced 
on tho certificates of the public build- 
ing commission. There .were quite a 
number of thorn, the largest being ¥23,- 
378.as, and all were repaid. 


Expert Drown said that by one en- 


try they discovered that John Bardsley 
had credited Laughlin & McManus 
with'81,200 for interest. This Item he 
said he could not explain and thought 
that it should be investigated; 


AtC o'clock Expert Brown had only 


begun his long* statentent, but the com- 
mittCB decided, to adjourn until, next 
Monday ufternbou ut 2 o'clock, when 
it is anticipated interesting develop- 
ments will occur.

Frederick Douglass dented, In an Inter- 
view yesterday, the itatement that his 
resignation as flaytian minister waa 
requested. ''In no manner," be said, 
"either the president or the state de- 
partment-intimated that my resigna- 
tion would be acceptable. On the con- 
trary, I hare received only the kindest 
treatment from both the head of the 
government and the department. My 
resignation was tendered on purely 
personal grounds. The labor* at Heyti 
had become onerous to me, a* I 
foresaw would 
be the case, and 


my resignation therefore followed. At 
the 'time I accepted the ministry to 
Hayti I informed, the president that It 
would only be possible for me to, hold 
the position for two yean, and then I 
should ask to bo relieved. When I was 
here last year 1 stated Co the president 
that I would only 'be "able to stay In 
Hayti one more year. So, you see, 
there was nothing sudden or forced 
about my resignation'at this time." 


Mr. Douglass said he had no com- 


plaints to make against the president 
and the department of state, but he 
considered lie had full cause for griev- 
ance against some others, 'and par- 
ticularly against a number of news- 
papers, lor outrageous statements re- 
garding his official work. 
At the 


proper time he proposed to answer the 
charges. 


The question of color, he said, did 


not, he believed, add to or detract from 
his usefulness as minister to Hayti. On 
the contrary, he believed that his rec- 
ord and long labors for the advance* 
ment of the negro race were a tre» 
mendous help to him.

guest in your own home, bat snob U nev- 
ertheless the method of these free trade 
theorists. , In tho proceedings whic b led 
up to the passage ot the McKinlej bill 
many speeches were made by members 
of Oongreea to: and against the prin- 
ciple nt protection, but no man who 
spoke in .favor of the bill<at anytime ar- 
gued that the revision ot the tariff as pro- 
posed by the Moliinley bill would in- 
crease wages, 
It was argued .that it 


would open avenues for the employment 
of addition al labor qn American soil and 
that the. system of protection as prac- 
ticed .since 1861 has increased wages and 
mode labor respectable in thia country. 
After 30 years of protection, in the con- 
sideration of a bill- to revise the tariff 
laws, to argue that in any general sense 
snob a revision would raise wages would 
have bood the merest bosh. 


Protectionists did argue thiit which 


every honest man must admit, namely, 
that a repeal of onr present protective 
tariff Inwp, and a return to a tariff for 
revenne basis, must operate to reduce the 
wages of the working man; but this can 
not in any rational sense be construed as 
equivalent to saying that to maintain onr 
system of protection, which has been in 
operation for one-third of a century, will 
increase wages: 


The new tariff law has, however, stim- 


ulated industries, and according to the 
best estimates, opened ways and given 
employment, within the lost nine months, 
to 500,000 additional laborers in America, 
at infinitely better wages than was paid 
the labor in Europe which produced the 
articles thatjthese American laborers are 
cow producing here; and before its fall 
benefits are enjoyed over a million men 
will be employed on American soil mak- 
ing products which before the MoKinley 
bill was passed were made in Europe. 
Those are the things which protectionists 
predicted the MoEinley bill would bring 
abont, aud .to ward off the dangei the 
fulfillment of theso predictions may be- 
come to the free traders' barren theories) 
he now proceeds to argne that, because 
there has not been a general rise in 
wages, the country should return to a 
revenne tariff and let European labor 
have the labor on European soil which 
our American liborora nre now doing in 
American manufactories. There is not a 
free trader on American soil who would 
not rather SOB American labor begorared 
than surrender 11 line nf his theory or ad- 
mit a single demonstrated fuot brought 
oat by the practical workings of protec- 
tion. ^

Street—New Ordinance 


The new ordinance in relation to doga 


will 'rtke effect in Deoatnr on Tuesday, 
August 18th "In the future Pondmaster 
Nelson Hagerman will have to look after 
the canines snd gather them into the 
pound. And when any dog or dogs have 
bean impounded it shall be tbe duty of 
tbe ponndm&ater to immediately poel 
three notices in three public places in tha 
city ot Deoatnr,' of such impounding, 
which notice shall give a description us 
near as may be of each dog impounded 
and where the same may be found.

Hagerman may require an assistant sec- 
retary to aid him in complying with tha 
ordinance

Impounded five days after Uie postingfa[ the no- 
noei required, and the sane aball not he re- 
toasml.lt (lull be the dutjot tbe pound master
